Washington, D. C., March 18.~—[Special. ]— 
“Dollar diplomacy *’ was “knocked into a 
cocked hat’’ by President Wilson today. 

In accordance with the recommendation of 
the secretary of state, Willlam Jennings 
Bryan, the president has issued a statement 
repudiating the action of the Taft adminis- 
tration In joining with Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Russia, and Japan in seeking to 
obtain a loan of $125,000,000 for China. 

The American share¢,of the lan, amount- 
ing to about $21,000,000, was to be distributed 
among the National City bank, the First 
National bank, Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and J. 
Pierpont Morgan & Co., all members of the 
Morgan group of bankers. 


Preliminary to Recognition. 

The president's action is preliminary to the 
recognition of the republic of China. The 
last administration, in accordance with an 
understanding with the interested powers, de- 
clined to accord thie recognition until the 
Peking government accepted the conditions. 
which according to President Wilson's state- 
ment seemed to threaten nearly the inde- 
pendence of the far eastern state. 

The only thing President Wilson aske for 
in hig statement is the open door—*“a coor 
of friendship and of mutual advantage.” He 
does not declare for the integrity of Ching. 
Indeed, he says epecifically a¢ one of the 


reasons fo¢ abandoning the loan propoeal that 
thereto “aight 


the responsibility atteching 

conceivably go to the length in some unhappy 
contingency of forcible intervention in the 
financial and even the political affairs of 
that great oriental state.” 

Apoley euch as Mr. Wilson hae announced 
will have the force of a bombshell in some 
of the chancelleries of the great powers. 
It willbe deeply regretted by Great Britain, 
Germany, and France, which need the active 
codperation of the United States to prevent 
the diamemberment of China, and will be 
hailed with intense satisfaction by Russia 
and Japan. 


Text of Wilson Statement. 

Following is the text of the Wilson state- 
ment: 

“ We are informed that at the request of the 
last administration a certain group of Ameri- 
can bankers undertook to participate in the 
loan now desired by the government of Chine 
[approximately $125,000.000]. 

“Our government wished American bank- 
ers to participate along with the bankers 
of other nations because it desired that the 
good will of the United States towards Chine 
should be exhibited in this practical way. that 
American capital ehould have access to that 
great country and that the United States 
ehould be in a position toshare With the other 
powers any political responsibilllies that 
might be associated with the development of 
the foreign relations of China tn connection 
with her industrial and commercial enter- 


prises, 


Bankers Asked for Help. 

“The present administration has Been 
asked by this group of bankers whether it 
would also request them to participate in 
the loan. The representatives of the bank- 
ers, through whom the administration was 
approached, said they would continue to seek 
their share of the loan under the proposed 
agreements only if expressly requested to do 
so by the government. 

“The administration has declined to Make 
such request becatise it did not approve the 
conditions of the loan or the implications of 
responsibility on its own part which it was 
plainly told would be involved in the re- 
quest. : 

“The conditions of the loan seem to us to 
touch very nearly the administrative indée- 
pendence of China itrelf. and this administra- 
tion does not feel that it ought, even by 
implication, to be a party to theée conditions. 
The responsibility on its part which would 
be implied in requesting the bankers to 
undertake the loan might conceivably go the 
jength in some unhappy contingency of fore- 
ible interference in the financial and even the 
political affairs of that great oriental state, 
just now awakening to @ Consciousness of its 
power and of its obligations to its people. 


“Conditions of Loan Obnoxious.” 

“ The conditions include not only the pledz 
ing of particular taxés, some of them anti- 
quated and burdensome, to secure the loan, 
but also the administration of these taxes 
py foreign agents. 

“The responsibility on.the part of our 
government implied in the encouragement 
of a loan thus secured and administered is 
plain enough and is obnoxious to the princt- 
ples upon which the government of our peo- 
ple rests. 

“The government of the United States is 
not only willing, but earnestly desirous of 
aiding the great Chinese people in every way 
that is consistent with their untrammeled

WILL BEQUEATHS 
LEITER MILLIONS 


Bulk of Property of Great Chi- 
cago Merchant’s Widow 
Goes to Her Direct 
Descendants. 


SMALL PART TO CURZONS. 


Ex-Viceroy of India Not Even 
Named as Trustee of His 
Children’s Share of 
Estate.

Washington, D. C 
The will of the late Mrs. Levi Z. Leiter, dis- 
posing of an estate estimated at $10,000,000, 
was filed today in the District of Columbia 
Probate court. 

In this testament, which wag executed June 
8, 1912, Mrs. Leiter virtually cut off her 
grandchildren, the daughters of Lord Cur- 
zon, formerly viceroy of India, and of the 
late Mary Leiter Curzon. To each of these 
grandchildren was bequeathed $150,000 in 
trust. 

What Ts more remarkable Lord Curzon is 
not the trustee of the bequests for his chil- 
dren. The trustees of these funds named in 
the will are Colin Campbell and the Wari of 
Suffolk, the husbands of the two surviving 
daughters, both of whom reside. in England. 
Several years ago, following the death of 
‘Lady Curzon, the former viceroy went to Chi- 
cago, where @ settlement between him and 
the Leiters was effected. There were rumors 
at the time that Lord Curzon was not on the 
best of terms with his mother-in-law and 
other members of the Leiter family. 


Warning to Her Daughters. 

Mrs. Leiter warns her daughters against 
extravagance as follows: 

“ While I have deemed & best to Place the 
legacies to my daughters in their unrestrist- 
ed control, I desire to express the wish that 
they will so administer their property that 
the principal shall be transmitted to their 
posterity undiminished by extravagances or 
neglect to be a heritage for the children and 
their children’s ebildren.”’ 

The bulk of the estate is to be divided equai- 
ly within five years among the three chil- 
éren—Joseph Leiter, Mrs. Campbell, and the 
Countess of Suffolk. The third which goes ‘o 
Joseph Leiter is to include the Chicago real 
estate and is to constitute a trust for his 
benefit. 


This arrangement, which gives the Chitezo 
real estate to Joseph and not to the magiian 
: let with. 
ting foreigners from owning land 
in that state. 

All of Mrs. Leiter's real estate in Chicago 
is to be placed under the supervision of the 
linois Trust and Savings bank, as trustee, 
which is directed by the will to certify its 
value to the executors of the will for the 
purpose of the division of the residuary 
estate. It is stipuleted that the trustees 
shall have no power under the will to sel! or 
mortgage any of this property without: the 
consent of Joseph Leiter. 


Division of Estes Ordered. 

To Joseph Leiter is giv@h the stock of the 
Washington Gaslight company, of which he 
is president, and of the American Security 
and Trust company. The bulk of the estate 
goes into the hands of thé executors, who 
are to divide it into three equal parts and 
to sell it within five years. The exccutors 
are to pay to Howard S. Réeside 6f the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and to Seymour Morris of 
Chicago, as trusteées, that part of the residu- 
ary estate which, together with the real es- 
tate devised to the Ilinois Trust and Savings 
bank, shall constitute one of the equal parts 
of the residuary estate, to be held in tite fol- 
lowing trust: 

To pay to Joseph Leiter in convenient in- 
stallments the entire net income from the 
} trust fundwhich is Joseph Léiter’s one. 
third—and to expend the income after his 
death for the benefit of his children until 
the youngest ie 21 years old, at which time 
the principal of the trust is to be divided 
equally among stch children. The remain- 
ing two-thirds of this trust are to be paia in 
equal parts to Mrs. Leiter’s living daughters, 


For the Grandchildren. 

The provisions for the grandchildren are: 
To Mary Iréne Curzon, $150,000; to her grand- 
caughter and namesake, Mary Meta Camp- 
bell, $150,000; to her grandson, Viscount An- 
dover, $150,000; to Joseph Leiter Jr., $150,- 
000; to Thomas Leiter, $100,000; to Cynthia 
Blanche Ciirszon, $1000,000; to Alexandra 
Baldera Curzon, $100,000, 

The full income of these bequests ig t» be 
paid to the beneficiaries when they become 
of age and the principal on or before tha 
age of 85. 


Codici] Added Last Year. 

A codicil executed Aug. 1, 1912. revoked the 
bequest of $100,000 to her grandson, Joseph 
Leiter Jr. and the bequest to her grandson, 
Thomas Leiter. 

The codicil also Girects that tn Ifeu of these 
beqttests the [llmois Trust and Savirgs bank 
of Chieago as trustee is to receive $200,000,

ALL EUROPE MOURNS: LOSS

SALONIKI, March 18.—King George of 
Greece was assassinated while walking in 
the streets of Salonikithisafternoon. | 

The assassin was a Greek of a low mental 


He shot the king through the heart. 

The tragedy caused intense excitement. 

The king was accompanied only by an 
aid de camp, Lieut, Col. Fraucoudis. 

‘The assassin came suddenly at the king 
from behind and fired ope shot from | a seven 
mae peveinen 


The aid sprang around and seized the 
hand of the assassin, which was already 
poised for a second shot, covering his royal 
master with his body. 

He grabbed the assassin by the throat and 

Id him fast until some passing soldiers 
rushed to his aid. But the first shot had 
found its billet &nd the king had already 
sunk to the eart.. 

The bullet, which was fired at a distance 
of two paces, entered the back below the 
left shoulder blade. Its point of exit was 
below the stomach. There was a severe 
hemorrrhage. The jeweled eross which the 
king always wore was smothered with 
blood. 

KING TAKEN TO HOSPITAL. 

The wounded sovereign was lifted into a 
carriage and taken to the Pa-pafion hospi- 
tal. 

' He died before he peached the hospital. 

Prince Nicholas, the king’s third son, and 
other officers hurried to the hospital. 

Arriving first. Prince Nicholas summoned 
the officers, and, speaking in a voice choked 
with sobs, said: 

“It is my deep grief to have to announce 
to you the death of our beloved king and in- 
vite you to swear fidelity to your new sover- 
eign, King Constantine.” 

When Prince Nicholas bade the officers 
swear fealty to Constantine they shouted 
“ Long live the king!” 

Prince Nicholas is thé only member of the 
royal family in Saloniki. Mourning em- 
blems are displayed everywhere. 


CCNSTANTINE TO SUCCEED. 

M. Ractivan, civil representative of the 
Greek government here, issned a proclama- 
tion announcing the accession of King Con- 
stantine and ordering mourning for King 
George Sigus of mourning are universal. 

As the news of the assassination spread 
groups of grief stricken people gath- 
ered on the street corners and talked in low 
tones. The troops were recalled to the bar- 
racks, the shops and cafés were closed, the 
tramways were stopped, the lights extin- 
guished, and Saloniki at night had a dead, 
deserted appearance. 

Crown Prince Constantine is at present at 
Janina. He is expected to come here with 
all possible speed. 

The assassin of the king ts an evil looking 
fellow about 40 years of age. On being ar- 
rested he refused to ¢xplain his motive for 
the crime. He declared that his name was 
Aljeko Schinas and in reply to an officer 
who asked him whether he had no pity for 
bis country announced that he was against 
governments. | 
| Schinay maintained a pertectly impassible 
demeanor which was suggestive of his being 
irresponsible for bis actions. 

NEARING HOME WHEN SHOT. 

George was nearing his home when 
the assassin fired the bullet. He resided in 
Q detached villa two and one-half miles from 
the harbor and the center of the city where 
merchants and the wealthy people of the city 
live. The ha etd the sea across a 
road on which street cars 
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every day along this road, which passes the 
Bulgarian beadquarters. 

The king’s confidence in the people was 8% 
great that he went about freely, attended 
only by a single equerry. The danger of 
this habit was apparent to his entourage, 
who repeatedly but without avail requested 
the king to permit the presence of ¢ivil 
guards. 

A few days ago four gendarmes were 
ordered t» follow the king, but their pres- 
ence was regarded as objectionable by the 
Greek monarch. 

Yesterday the king Was in a happy and 
contented mood. He talked of the war, of 
the success of the Greek arms, of the ¢ap- 
ture of Saloniki and Janina, and of this being | 
a fitting climax of his jubilee as king of 
Greece. He added: 

“'Tomorrow | am to pay a formal visit 
to the dreadnought Goeben, the German 
battleship which is to honor a Greek king | 
here in Saloniki. That fills me with hap- 
piness and contentment.” 

These were the king’s last words, 


ALL ATHENS AROUSED. 

{ey CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ATHENS, March 18.—Tremendous ex- 
citement was aroused here when the news of 
the assassination of King George was re- 
ceived, 

The streets are thronged with sympathetic 
and excited people, whd are discussing tne 
tragedy which has befallen them at a mo- 
ment when the royal family was at the height 
of its popularity owing to the Greek suc- 
cesses in the war and the share of niembers 
of the royal family in the victories over the 
Turks. 

Details of the assassination which are 
reaching here are few and incomplete. One 
account says the assassin, who is variously 
named as Schoinas, Skina, and Schinas, is a 
madman. 

Another account says the assassin was 4 
Socialist who belonged a: Volo. He was 
accompanied by an unnamed comrade, ac- 
cording to this story.

NEWS SHOCK TO LONDON. 

LONDON, March 18.—The official world

Interest in the troubled Balkans bas been 
waning of late days, but the news of this 
wholly unexpected tragedy caused an in- 
stant and immense sensation. 

lt was not generally known that the king 
of Greece was still remaining at Saloniki, as 
nothing had been heard of his movements 
for several days. 


KING shows BRAVERY. 

The king’s presence at Saloniki, whither 
he went immediately after its captnrea few 
months ago, has been frequently criticised 
as bold, 'even rash. 

His determination to be there at the point 
of damger was a characteristic one in a 
series of patriotic acts which since the out- 
break of the war bad worked up the enthusi- 
asin of the subjects of King George. 

King George while at Saloniki lived ina 
simple, unostentatious manner. He busied | 
himself with organzing the Greek adminis- 
tration of the place and im helping tosmooth 
over the difficulties which bad arisen. 


WIN RACE TO SALONIKI. 

The long stay of the Greek king at Salo- 
niki, where he had been since Nov. 12, wag 
made with the real object of showing 
Greece's title to permanent possession of the 
city. When the war with Turkey broke ont 
each of the allies made for the territory in 
which its interests lay. Greeks, Bulgars, 
and Berbs alike coveted this prosperots 
port.

King Orders Out Scebe. 

On Oct. 16 Turkey declared War upon al! the 
Balkan states- except Greece, but made .t 
plain that the admission of the Cretan de!e- 
gates to the Greek chamber of deputies would 
be regarded as a cagus belli. King George 
ordered his troops over the border, and, 
headed by Prince Constantine, they began 
their campaign, which erided in the cap- 
ture of Saloniki and Janina, 

King George and his queen, who immeti¢ 
ately busied herself with the supervision of 
the Red Cross work, were resolved that 
they would take an active part in the opera- 
tions. They left Athens on the royal yacht 
on Oct. 24 bound for Servia, a town whith 
the crown prince had just taken. _ 

The king followed a victorious army. Sa- 
loniki, the first objective of the Greek cam- 
paign, fell before Prince Constantine and 
the Bulgarian allies. On Nov. 12 the king 
entered the city in which he was to méet 
his death. The soldiers and the citizens mads 
the hills ring with their welcome as the king 
rode through the streets on horseback in a 
torrent of rain. 


Ruler and. Sons Scent. 

After riding through the streeets, the king, 
attired in the full uniform of generalissimo, 
went to the cathedral, where a te deum was 
sung. 

The Greek crown prince, the other Greek 
princes, and bishop, and a large number of 
deputies met the king at the station, where 
the Greek ruler emb_aced his sons and the 
bands struck up an anthem. 

Among those who cheered the iting were 
Bulgarian troops under Gen. Tederoff. who 
had entered the city soon after the Greeks. 

The king decided to stay in Saloniki, giving 
his personal attention to the care of the sick 
and the wounded and the feeding ofthe great 
population of the town. The Greeks have al- 
ways maintained that their king ordered that 
Buigars, Serbs, Jews, and Turks in the cCap- 
tured city should be cared for before the 
Greeks. ; 

The king had not been long in Salontki 
when serious friction between the Greeks and 
their Bulgarian allies developed. There was 
much rivalry between the two armies and 
the situation caused considerable embarrass- 
ment, both in Athens and Sofia. 


Two Sovereigns Confer. 

In December, King Ferdinand of Bulgaria 
came to Sajoniki to confer with the’ Greek 
sovereign. It:is supposed that they met to 
eonsider the fate of the captured Turkish 
territory after the war. . 

During all-the:long, fruitless negotiations 
at St. James’, the king and his queen-re- 
mained at Saloniki im constant touch..with 
Premier Venezelos, working for the interests 
of Greece in London. 

For a time it seemed as if the trouble be- 
tween the Greeks and Bulgarians had died 
out, but there was still a smoldering fame 
there, and as late as March 4 it broke out. 
Dispatches of that date tell of a sharp clash 
between the troops of the two allies near 
Saloniki and the whole district was in ¢ 
State of great unrest and uneasiness.

of his father. His wife ie Princess Sophia, a 
sister of the German emperor. 

Although the Greek constitution ouuteth 
the ruler to be a member of the orthodox 
Greek church, exception wae made in the case 
of King George, who was a Lutheran. 


Progress Under His Rule.’ 

King George was often rated as an auto- 
cratic monarch, but in spirit he was demo- 
cratic and did much for the prosperity of 
Greece, which advanced rapidly under his 
rule: He took great interest in the organiza- 
tion of the defensive forces of the country, 
and with the assistance of the crown prince 
brought the army to the state of efficiency. 
which enabled it to overcome the Turkish 
resistance at the beginning of the war. 

His name was mentioned after hostilities 
broke out as a candidate for the presidency 
of a permanent federation of the Balkan 
states, consisting of Bulgaria, Servia, monte 
negro, and Greece, 

When King George arrived in Salonths on 
Nov. 2 with Prince Constantine and Prince 
George, he was warmly greeted by the Greek 
Metropolitan and the senior officers of his 
army; All the houses were decorated with 
the Greek flag, and thousands of people as- 
sembled to cheer him. He later took part 
in a @ervice of thanksgiving in the archi- 
episcopal church. 

Friction with the Bulgarians. 

In an interview King George at that time 
said Greece efter the war probably would 
have @ frontier north of Saloniki and Mon- 
astir, and he was inclined to make Saloniki 
a free port. , 

Since the occupation of Saloniki by the 
Greeks there has been some friction between 
them and their Bulgarian allies, but it was 
thought this would be eventually overcome 
during the negotiations for the partition of 
Turkish territory.

New Queen of Greece Sister of Present 
Emperor of Germany. 


Almost every court In Europe will be 
thrown into mourning by the death of King 
George. As Prince of Denmark he was close- 
ly related to the crowned heads of Great 
Britain. Germany, Russia, Sweden, Norway, 
and Spain, 

The ruling house of Denmark is unique in 
the ramifications of its relationships, which, 
owing to its diplomatic and strategic ppei- 
tions, has been amplified by the elections of 
its princes to thrones of other kingdoms. 
King George hirself owed his crown to 
that circumstance, as does his nephew, King 
Haakon VII. of Norway. Recently Prince 
Waldemar, hig brother, has been mentioned 
as a possible king of Albania. 

The empress dowager of Russia, Marie 
Feodorovna,. was the Danish Princess Dag- 
mar. a sister of the murdered king. His 
widow is a cousin of the present czar. 


Allied with Many Realms. 

To the ruling family of Sweden the relation 
is likewise close. Denmark’s queen dowager, 
the sister-in-law of the late King George, 
was Princess Louise of Sweden, daughter of 
King Charles XV. She married the late King 
Frederick XIII. of Denmark on July 28, 1869, 

With Great Britain, Denmark has always 
had the closest ties. Alexandra, the queen 
mother of Great Britain, was a princess of 
Denmark, aunt of its present king, and 


sister of the latter she formed a bond with 
the German throne through her late hus- 
band, Edward VIL's nephew, the Emperor 
of Germany. In the youngest generation 
these bonds with England and Germany have 
been renewed in the marriages of the new 
Greek King Constantine and his brother, 


Prince Andrew. 


New Queen Kaiser’s Sister. 

The new king’s wife was the Princess Sofia, 
sister of Emperor Wi'liam, and the wife of 
Prince Andrew was Princess Victoria Alice 
of Battenberg, grandniece of Edward VIL 
and daughter of Prince Henry of Battenberg, 
present first lord of the admiralty. ‘ 

Even with Spain and the house of Haps- 
burg there is eonnection by marriage, King 
Alfonse’s wife, Princess Victoria Eugenia of 
Battenberg, is also a daughter of Prince 
Henry, Who married Princess Beatricia, 
daughter of Queen Victoria. And by this 
marriage the Greék throne is connected with 
Spain through the ruling: families of Den- 
mark ahd Great Britain. More remotely 
Austria is connected through the Spanish 
queen dowager, who is an imperial princess 
and arch-duchess of Austria. 

As the wife of King Christian X. of Den- 
mark is Alexandrina, Duchess of Mecklen- 
burg, sister of the crown princess of Ger- 
many, the courts of the two countries will be 
even closer after the present German em-

PLAN MEMORIAL SERVICES. 


“George Was the Idol of Greece,”’ Says 
P. 8S. Lambros. 


A goodly number of the 7,000 Greeks in 
the Chicago colony filled the coffee houses 
last night and talked excitedly of the assassi- 
nation of King George. A large percentage 
of them last year contributed husbands, 
sons, and brothers to the regiments that left 
Chicago to fight in the war against Turkey. 
They were appalled at the fate of the king 
whose dominion they had done much to save 
and increase. | | 
Nicholas Salopoulos, the Greek consul in 
Chicago, had heard nothing from Athens nor 
Washington early in the evening. Later his 
brother, C. Salopoulos, a west side druggist, 
said he expected the consul would receive 
instructions from the Washington office rela- 
tive to the memorial to be held here. 


Calls King Idol of Greece. 

“ King George was the idol of Greece,” 
declared P. 8S. Lambros, editor of the Greek 
Ster. “His death will be deeply mourned 
by every living Greek. There cotld have 
been no plot in which any Greék was impii- 


| cated. King George has been beloved by the 


Greeks since he was chosen king fifty years 
ago. About three years ago there was some 
political feeling against him, but that was 
soon forgotien. 

“The Greeks in America will feel hié loss 
as greatly as his subjects in Greece. I speak 
the sentiment of all the Greeks in America. 
The shock is as great as if the president of 
this country had been assassinated. King 
George was never needed any more than he 
is now. His rule of Greece was without fault. 


Says War Will Go On. 

“ Athough the king’s death will be a great 
blow to Greece, it will hate no effect om the 
war. Crown Prince Constantine will succeed 
his father and the war will go on. 

“The crown prince is as much beloved as 
was his father. He has the support of every 
living Greek. Preparations will be made for 
religious services, and it is probable every 
Greek in Chicago will attend. 

“Services will be held in the three Greék 
} churches on Sunday, and one big meeting will 


be held next week and resolutions of sympa- 
hy will be sent to the royal family.” 


King, Financier 


and Sportsman. 


ECBIVING the lowest actual remuner- 
ation of all the Eyropean monarchs, 
George amassed a tremeridous for- 
tune, the start of it in shrewd specu- 
lation in American grain years ago, 

acting on the advice of his friend, Gen. Mere- 
dith Read. His holdings included enormous 
farm acreage throughout his kingdom, a fleet 
of steamers, control of the Greek railway 
lines, of the country’s “‘ milk trust,’’ its 
“currant trust,”’ and extensive palaces and 
lands in Paris, Vienna, and Denmark. 

But with hie great wealth he has kept his 
commoner attitude and a whimsical disposi- 
tion to declare himself almost a pauper. He 
protested to his son George, who made such 
a fizzle of the administration in Crete and 
was driven out of the country for his ineffi- 
clency, because the latter was so extrava- 
gant. The son had just treated his father to 
a rather big dinner. : 

“Still your wife is wealthy,” added the 
king. .*‘ When I married I chose a wife who 
could prepare a roast—when I could afford to 
buy it.’”’ 

Purchasing one of his Copenhagen palaces, 
George uncovered a splendid old Gobelin 
tapestry, over which the Danes were making 
@ great to-do. The king ascertained its mar- 
ket value and promptly sold it, receiving for 
it almost @s much as he had paid for the 
entire palace, but forfeiting the regard of 
the indignant Danes. 

‘When George first landed on Grecian soil 
to rule over the nation to which he had been 
chosen king, he could not speak a single word 
of medern Greek, That was one of the first 
things he had to learn. He lost no time in 
securing competent tutors, and spent hours 
a day learning the language of his adopted 
country and acquiring an accent which was 
eventually to be so perfect that there is eaid 
to have been no one in Athens who could 
epeak better Greek than King George, He 
also spoke English fluently, and, indeed, most 
of the other European tongues. 

_ 

When he waa in his prime George was de- 
voted to sports, and particularly adept at 
wrestling. The annals 6f the Greek court tell 
of the sudden appearance at about that time 
of a noteworthy wrestler, calling himseit 
George Papadoulos, who strolled through the 
innumerable country fairs of Greece partici- 
pating in the amateur matches, and winning 
them almost eteadily. 

But his adventures in this connection were 
brought to a close.. At one small fair he as 
usual defeated all comers in wrestling con- 
tests. And here it was noised about that he 
was a professional. Thereat he was sub- 
jected to #0 severe a mobbing, the Greeks 
being hot headed, that he was obliged to ap- 
peal to the police for protection, and to re- 
veal the fact that George Papadoulos, the 
champion amateur wrestler, was no other 
than King George of Greece.

George was easily approachable. His mode 
of living was far from regal—with breakfast 
as soon as possible after his rising hour of 
5 a. m. all through the year. He frequently 
dabbled at cooking himself, and was in- 
ordinately proud of a startling salad of his 
concoction. He waiked about the streets and 
delighted in chance meetings with persons 
who did not recognize him. 

One evening his majesty was on his way to 
the Pirseus, smoking a cigar. An officer 
passed by, and, not recognizing him, asked 
him for a light. The king shook off the ashes | 
of his cigar and presented it to him so that 


he might Hght his own with it. The officer 
then recognized his ruler and drew back con- 
fused.

Simplicity was the rule of the court et 
Athens. The captain of an American war- 
ship was once asked to dinner by King George 
and rather dreaded the ordeal. However, he 
came back delighted with*his majesty, who, 
he said, shook hands with him ‘“‘ like any 
American gentleman,” and then persuaded 
him to ask riddles and romp with the chidren, 


George was particularly devoted to young-, 


sters and animals, his favorites among the 
latter being dogs. He had, too, a keen sense 
of humor, and wrote in his wife's “ con- 
fession book’’ that his idea of happiness 
was “to have always a sovereign without a 
crown.” " 

He delighted tm taking his recreation in the 
fields. He could plow, cut. and bind corn, 
milk cows, and could, at a pinch, run a farm 
single handed.

He discovered that majesty is not tincon- 
sistent with homeliness, and taught his 
people that monarchy does not mean snob- 
bery. Strolling in the suburbs of Athens, 
King George came across a peasant whose 
horse had slipped, scattering his cartload of 
vegetables in all directions. While the 
countryman swore at his horse the king 
picked up the potatoes and cabbages, and 
putting a coin In his handeaid: 

“On another occasion, instead of losing 
your time fn lamenting and. swearing, you 
would do better to pick up your carrots and 
potatoes.” 

That is how the king mage himself popular 
with his civilan subjects.

In addition to the Chicago arrests, a clean- 
up is expected in New York City. John 
Dantes, who was captured by Furthman in 
that city, has made startling revelations of 
arson in that city. Royal H. Weller, a 
deputy aspistant district attorney of New 
York, is expected to arrive in Chicago today 
to take depositions from Dantes on several 
large New York fires. It is said that Danies 
has implicated a mumber of. prominent New 
Yorkers in his confession.. Mr. Weller was 
summoned by a telegram from Mr. Johnston. 

Mr. Johnston may be compelled to show 
his evidence against Clarke before Judge 
Foell of the Superior court today. Attorney 
John E. Wayman filed a petition for Clarke’s 
release on habeas corpus yesterday and the 
case was continued unti) today. 


Doubles Guard Over Informers.

‘*I/fear we are inclined to account for the 
prevalence of the social evil through too read- 
ily accepting the excuse that the low wage le 
the most potent factor,” said Mr. Davies be- 
fore the Laundrymen’s Association of Illi- 
nois at the Hotel Sherman, in discussing the 
senate investigation. 


Quotes Quitman’s Figures. 

Mr. Davies quoted the investigation of 
Louis M, Quitman, secretary of the Chicago 
Protective League for Women, and said 
that of 1,160 women in the former south sids 
levee district, 28% per cent started down- 
ward in dance halls, and 71% per cent swore 
they had falllen at home through false prom- 
ises of marriage, or other breaches of fidel- 
ity.

HE letter of the mayor, the Hon. H. C. 
Hocker, follows: 

The city of Toronto is doing everything 
possible towards the prevention of those 
tenement conditions which unfortunately 
prevail in many of the larger cities of the 
United States; and which are proving 
so disastrous to home life. We believe 
that the time to correct mistakes of this 
sort is “ just before they are made.” 

We have already a population of about 
500,000, to which we are adding about 
Of iate years old world 
immigration has added greatly to our 


been representing the Chicago | 


numbers. These immigrants, we find, are 
more prone to herd together than those of 
our own nationality, and consequently 
more prone to produce tenement condi- 
tions. : 

Last year: a housing company was. 
formed in Toronto, to which many of our 

prominent citizens became subscribers, 
The shares of this company are guaran- 
teed by the city, and are limited to an 
earning power of 6 per cent per annum. 
At the present time they have a number of 
houses in course of construction, and 
these it is expected will be completed some 
time in the fall. . ; 

In addition to this we have extended our 
boundaries from time to time to encour- 
age home building in the outlying dis- 
tricts, and since the Toronto railway com- 
pany has refused to extend their lines to 
these districts and have been upheld in 
their action by the courts we have built 
and are now operating one line and are 
building others in order that the districts 
referred to may secure proper transporta- 
tion facilities. 

Since such a condition involves the pay- 
ment of two street railway fares, we have 
limited the fares on the civic line to 2 
cents cash or six tickets forlOcents, We 
do not, of course, expect dividends from 
the operation of these municipal lines, but 
inasmuch as the Toronto railway fran- 
chise expires in 1921, we intend at that 
time to link up our civic lines with the 
present Toronto railway system and to 
operate the whole as a municipal concern. 

In my inaugural message to the coun- 
cil on the 18th of January inet. I recom- 
mended a further extension of our city 
limits so as to augment the districts avail- 
able for home building, and at the same 
time urged the council to secure authority 
from the provincial government to erect 
in the central district model two family 
houses which would be avatflable at rea- 
sonable rentals for night tollers and that 
class of workers who cannot reside at 
long distances from their places of em- 
ployment without serious inconvenlence. 

As I have already intimated, the condi- 
tions which obtain in Toronto are not 
acute. They, however, give every indica- 
tion of becoming grave, owing principally 
to the influx of immigrants of various old 
world nationalities, so that we have felt 
the necessity for adopting the measures I 
have outlined.

Its report presents the 
same shocking picture of dirt, disease, and 
squalor. A fourth survey of somewhat 
wider scope has recently been made by the 
School of Civics and Philanthropy. 

A great many men have been fond of 
declaring that woman's true sphere is the 
home. As if to give ironic emphasis to the 
point it has been the organized women of 
Chicago who have beén most persistent in 
pointing out that the trut® greatness of a 
city may be measnred by the steps it takes 
to make certain that the homes of its peo- 
ple are kept in at least a decent and sani- 
tary condition. . 

It Chicago people knew the conditions 
under which’ thousands of their fallow citi- 
zens are compelled to live, self-defense—if 
nothing else—would drive them to instant 
action. A complete and thorough housing 
and sanitary survey of the city is the only 
thing which will give them that knowledge.

Up to this 
time the city council has obtained power in 
this field only through the provisions of con- 
tract ordinances. In addition to proposing 
to separate the subjects of gas and electric- 
ity the bills provide broader powers than 
those conferred by the present law. 

“Each bill,’’ said the mayor’s letter of 
transmittal, ‘‘ conf&ins a section authorizing 
the corporate authorities to exercise visito- 
rial powers and to compel the attendance and 
testimony of witnesses and the production 
of books and papers of the corporation nec- 
essary for the ascertainment of what is a 
reasonable maximum rate, fair alike to the 


‘consumer and the corporation.”’ 


Acts on Refusal by Gas Company. 
The city has no such ‘power given by the 
statutes, and Mayor Harrison's insistence on 
this point was said to have been occasioned 
by the refusal of the People’s Gas Light and 
Goke company to open its books to E. W. 
Bemis. On that occasion the company, 
which previously had permitted W. J. Hag- 
evah free access to its records in confidence, 
protested that the administration desired to 
obtain information for political purposes. 

All these Bills carry a referendum provi- 
sion, and the mayor explained the purpose 
of presenting the two sets as foilows: 

“ By so0 doing the question whether all 
shouid pass gr only those applicable to the 
city of Chicago, or only those applicabie to 
ali the cities, villages, and incorporated 
towns of the state should pass, can be better 
determined.”’

Unified operation of different types 
of lines is authorized and powers supplemen- 
tary to those ofthe Mueller law are created 
by a provision that the city may build or 
authorize private interests to build asubway 
systetn. 

The companies’ bill provides there may be 
established “ local transportation zones con- 
sisting of the territory within the corporate 
limits of any city or village together with all 
such territory lying outside of any such limits 
as shall not be more than twenty-five miles 
distant from the nearest point in the line of 
such corporate limits.” 


Powers Given Roads. 


The railroads within such zones—"‘ whether

TO STRIKE TODAY 


Will Walk Out if Railroad 
Representatives Reject 
Pleas for New Seale. 


NINETEEN SYSTEMS HIT. 


Men Declare They Will Tie Up 
Every Freight Car in Chi- 
eago Yards. 


Switchmen and switchtenders on nineteen 
railroads entering Chicago are expected to 
strike today at 3 o’cloek unless an agreement 
js reached with the general managers. 

A meeting between the arbitration comreit- 
tees will be held at the Great Northern hotel 
at 2 o'clock. If a settlement is not reached 
in an hour the switchmen will tie up most 
of the roads entering the city, according to 
A. F. Whitney, president of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen. 

Votes of the switchmeh were counted iate 
yesterday. More than 4,000 ballots were cast. 
All favored a strike. The arbitration was 
soft to the executive committee, composed of 
twenty-five railway men. The switchmen 
demand a new scale of wages and a regula- 
tion of working Whours.

According to railroad officials the threat- 
ened strike will be a serious blow to shipping 
interests In the greatest rallroad center in 
the world. The strike will affect all the 
freight moving in and out of Chicago. The 
switchmen declare they will tie up every 
freight car on each of the nineteen railroads. 
That the switchmen are prepared for a 
strike was shown yesterday when the execu- 
tive committee rented fourteen halis in vari- 
ous parts of the city for strike headquarters. 
President Whitney declared that a strike 
was inevitable. 


Men Prepared to Act. f 
“We will show Chicago what 5,000 switch- 
men can do,” he said. ‘“‘ We will cripple the 
roads in such a manner that the public will 
demand a settlement, and we will not settle 
until we are given what we ask. Our de- 
mands are reasonable and the railroad man- 
agers know it.”’

SHE CITES TRAIN INCIDENT. 


Husband Tells Abeut Her Going te a 
Sanitarium for Cure. 


A petition for divorce, charging cruelty on 
the part of the husband, a cross bill charg- 
ing intoxication on the part of the wife, and 
an amended petition making a like charge 
against the husband, comprised yesterday 
the record in the proceedings started by 
Mrs.’ Jessie Anderson Sears against John 
Barry Sears of Kenilworth, son of the late 
Joseph Sears. 

The couple separated last summer, and the 
petition followed shortly, asking alimony. 
The next month the husband, who assists his 
brother, Joseph Alden Sears, In the manage- 
ment of the estate, filed his crose bill. 


Relates Train Incident. 

An answer in the form of an amended pet!l- 
tion was filed by Mrs. Sears yesterday. She 
charged her husband with being an habitual 
drunkard. She alleges that on a Northwest- 
ern train in 1908 his hat kept blowing off and 
he had to hold to the seat to keep from fall- 
ing to the floor because of his intoxicated 
condition. That incident amused the pas- 
sengers very much. the petition states. 

Mr. Sears is charged with walking home in 
a driving rainstorm in August, 1908, using 
his umbrella as a cane instead of holding 
it up to keep the rain off. The petition also 
alleges that Mr. Sears went to San Francisco 
for the Farwell Trust company in 1910 and 
kept a $100 a day engineer waiting six weeks 
while he was intoxicated.

After these youths are sufficiently depraved 
by them they are sent out to lure girls from 
their homes under the pretext of marriage or 
otherwise, and then deliver these girls up to 
disorderly resort keepers. 

These underworld creatures ply their 

trade, that of luring boys and turning them 
into cadets, in poolroome, on street corners, 
and wherever else boys, for want of better 
places, congregate in search of fun, amuse- 
ment, and recreation. 
There are scores of poolrooms and saloons 
scattered throughout the slum and tenement 
districts of Chicago which serve as rendez- 
vous for white slavers and schools for cadets 
and panders. The innocent and unwary boy 
mistakes them for ordinary pleasure places. 
When he finally does realize the true nature 
of these resorts and of the men in them, itis 
often too late for him to retrace his steps. 
He has either been made a party to some 
criminal act and must stick with the crowd 
through thick and thin, or he has become 
morally poisoned. 

The location of every one.of these pool- 
rooms, which serves as @ recruiting station 
for cadets from among the children of the 
congested homes, ought to be known to the 
police. They can be sensed from mere 
glancing at the flashily dressed young men 
who crowd these places in the afternoon and 
evening, day after day and nolght after 
night. The hands, faces, and bearing of 
these young men betray them. 

The closing up of these schools of vice 
throughout the slums by the police and the 
opening of proper recreation and amusement 
centers for the children of the tenements by 
the community would be one of the greatest 
blows to the white slave traffic. It would 
cut off the source of supply of the most im- 
portant factor in this trattic—the cadet.

A STATE BOARD’S PUBLICITY 
METHODS. 


OME state boards of health publish 
bulletins dated Jan. 1 somewhere 
along in August. Even when these 
bulletins come creeping in months 
after they are due they are found to 
contain pages of dry-as-dust statistics. If 
‘they contain health articles, such articles 
usually consist of essays on particular dis- 
eases—long didactic treatises of considera- 
_ ble value as text books for physicians, but 
of negligible, value for the people who want 
to know wine to do to avoid disease.

There is, however, no hookworm about the 
North Carolina board of health. It issuesa 
daily press service. It talks straight from 
the shoulder in words direct and plain. 
| Every day it sends out a story or two of the 
following type: 

“ That many of our hotels and restaurants 
are not keeping pace with the spirit of the 
times is shown by the following complaints 
just received by the state board of health: 

“*Gentlemen: Iam arailway mail clerk.

CARE OF FEET. 

C. N. writes: “Here are a few suggestions 
on how to avoid aching feet: Wear well fittipg 
shoes. not too large, and by all means nott 
small. Atleast three-fourths of an inch long- 
er than the big toe point and with rather 
broad and not too low, nor too high, heels. 
Always possess two or three pairs of about 
the same make and size, changing every day 
or even during the day. The sole should be 
as thick as can be had with flexibility. An 
inside cushion-sole is highly serviceable in 
cases where the joints of the ball make cal- 
louses. All soles should be as wide as the foot 
at the ball. Have proper size soft socks, 
changing every day or twice a day, wearing 
the smooth side to the skin, contrary to fash- 
jon; in winter wear wool; in summer cotton. 
A fifteen minute foot bath as hot as can %¢ 
borne without suffering actual pain. This 
twice a week, at night, and with plenty of 
soapsuds and a good rub with full strength 
corn alcohol after, moderately paring off the 
then somewhat protruding hard points, corns, 
and callouses the next morning. Use a corn 
knife. Daily exercise of feet by walking. 
Exercise the bare feet morning and night 
in or out of bed by vigorously contracting 
and relaxing the toes for from five to ten 
minutes, and also walk on the carpet with 
bare feet while stretching and moving the 
toes. Daily alcohol rub and vigorous self 
massage before retiring and also on rising. 
Rub well and deep with tRe full strength from 
the ankles towards the toes. A drop or two 
of vaseline, sweet oll, or any other fat will 
facilitate the rubbing and prevent the skin 
from chafing. Wear properly adjusted chi- 
rurgical arch supporters, made to order to fit 
the foot. These can be got [made to orde] 
in some of the artificial limb and chirurgical 
appliance establishments at the cost of about 
$5 a pair. The ready made ones on the mar- 
ket will do for some people, but are inade- 
quate for others: However, this concerns 
only people with weak or broken arches, of 
whom there area great number, most of them 
not knowing what the real trouble with them 
is. Have the services of a competent chi- 
ropodist when a corn or bunion becomes too 
troublesome, which will be the case once in 


above regulations. Do al) these things ever 
day the whole year around, and you will have 
done all you can do-and will remedy your 
flis in this ine as much as they can be reme- 
died. Most of the pain of feet is caused by 
the pressing on nerves by joints and bones 
which have been displaced and shifted by the 
wearing of badly fitting shoes. Callouses and 
corns are thus formed and these press on the 
nerve from without. while the bones and 
joints press at the same point from within. 
Vigorous, daily massage is the thing that 
will help best after the evil has once been es- 
tablished

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HARLES, BARON VON PLETTEN-. 

BERG, whose name is well known in 

this country, has just been appointed 

to one of the most difficult and delicate 

of posts of the German army—namely: 

to that of general in command of the army 
corps of Guards. 

Its difficulty lies in the fact that this corps 
ad’ élite of the German army comprises among 
its officers all the sons of the emperor and 
most of the princes of the blood of the other 
sovereign states of the German confedera- 
tion. 

Brought up among courtiers to a keen 
sense of their own importance, It is no easy 
matter to maintain among these youthful 
scions of royalty that amount of discipline 
which the kaiser requires on the part of his 
guards, who, garrisoning the metropolis and 
Potsdam, are always more or bess under his 
eye. 

In fact, the emperor himself takes so active 
a part in the supervision and contro! of what 
is called the Gardes du Corps that it Is only 
by means of the utmost diplomacy and tact 
that the general intrusted with the command 
thereof can avold having his authority a os 
with that of the monarch,

Gen. von Plettenberg succeeds Gen, von 
Loewenfela, who was over here at the in- 
auguration of the Carnegie institute at Pitts- 
burgh and at the unveiling of the Frederick 
the Great statue at "Washington, and who is 
not only an excellent soldier but @ courtler 
through and through. 

» Baron von Plettenberg took part as an 18 
vear old ensign in the war of 1870. winning 
iHe Iron Cross by conspicuous gallantry at 
the! battle of Mezieres. 

> He was for severa! years in command of the 
Firgt regiment of Foot Guards, those giants 
upon whom Frederick the Great and his 
father set such store and in which all the 
Prussian princes make their military debut. 
It was this that brought him tnto close con- 
tact with the emperor, who appointed him @ 
member of his military househo!d. 

_ For the last two or three years he has been 
in command of the ninth army corps, with 
headquarters at Hamburg, 

He is married to Countess Clara Wedel, 
niece of the governor general of Alsace- 
Lorraine. 

Baron Karl von Plettenberg. his cousin, 
spent some years In New York in the employ 


which he is now a director. Hving at Bremen. 

While over here he received an incognito 
visit from the Grand Duke of Oldenburg, 
which attracted a good deal of attention by 
reason of its brevity and by the atmosphere 
of mystery with which the grand duke en- 
deavored to surround it.

Gibraltar is one of the most important 
strongholds of the British empire, command- 
ing as it does the entrance to the Mediter- 
ranean and. consequently the shortest route 
to India and the far orient. 

It is occupied by a large garrison of soldiers, 
anc there are always some warshipsfn port. 

Among its civilian population, however, 
natives of Great Britain are only sparsely 
represented. However, the others, fully 90 
per cent, although knowing only a few words 
of English and talking a jargon of Greek. 
Italian, Syrian, Arabic, and a sort of Span- 
ish. claim to be British subjects. 

Recently this civilian population has been 
manifesting @ degree not only of arrogance 
but of actual ill will end insubordination. 
acting as if it constituted the principa! parties 
on the rock, and as !f the English authorities, 
and above all the Englieh troops and sailors, 
were merely there on sufferance. 
~The civilians inaugurated all sorts of petty 
annoyances and attempts at obstruction.

In his speech he declared that thé town of 
Gibraltar is like “ the Augean stables,” that 
it is a disgrace to the English flag, that 
Gibraltar is first and foremost a fortress. and 
that he intends that order, cleanliness, dis- 
cipline, and general decency shall be main- 
tained there. 

He stated that he intends to be responsible 
for everybody who comes Into the stronghold 
that he commands, that he wil not have there 
people for whom he cannot be responsible. 
and above all. that he objects to the class of 
transient labor that the civilian population 
employs, which cannot be tolerated itn a@ 
fortress at a moment when every power is 
arming for war.

To civilians at home the speech of Sir 
Archiba!d Hunter may seem harsh and auto- 
cratic. To army and navy men, and also to 
civillans who have ever had occasion to stay 
for a few days at Gibraltar. it will seem that 
the general could have put matters even 
much more strongly than he did. 

Just now, when Germany and France are 
each increasing their respective armies by 
hundreds of thousands of men, at colossa) 
financial sacrifices, and when it Is freely de- 
clared that when war breaks out ft will be 
without any previous declaration and by 
means of a unanimous attack from one side 
or the other; ata moment when war fs raging 


. in the Ba!kans, and when Turkish men of war 


are bombarding seaport towns, it behooves 
the governor of the great stronghold of 
Gibraltar.to look after his defenses and to 
take all necessary precautions for the pro- 
tection of this fortress from,any surprise. 


Sir Archibald untae has been one of the 
principal Neutenants and devoted followers 
of Lord Kitchener, who was with him 
through all the various Soudan campaigns 
and in South Africa. 

He has been wounded any number of times 
quite seriously. Indeed, when hit at Koshoh, 
in the Soudan by a bullet after it had passed 
through a pair of fleld glasses and their 
holder’s head in front of him, the doctors 
wanted to amputate his arm. 

He refused the offer, and after several] 
years of repeated operations, massage. elec- 
tricity. and weight exercises. his.bridle arm 
is now almost as useful aes before. 

He was a major general of the British army 
before he was 40, thanks to the fact that he 
was in the vanguard In all the fighting on the 
Nile. 

For fourteen years he was always on the 
frontier—fourteen years of bugle and bullet 
by night and by day, always on the qu?! vive. 
the icol of every English officer, of every 
English soldier, and of every black man or 
Arab who served under him. 

In South ‘Africa, Hunter did so well as to 
win promotion to the rank ‘of Heutenant 
general, and when Kitchener became gen- 
eralissimo in India. Hunter received the com- 
mand of the southern army of that \great 
oriental dependency. 


‘Hunter left India about the same time as his 
chief. and was thereupon appointed to the 
governorship of Gibraltar at a salary of 
$25,000 a year. with a couple of handsomely | 
furnished residences and all sorts of allow- 
ances and prerogatives. 

Three years ago he married the widow of 
that second Lord Inverclyde who succeeded 
his father In the presidency of the Cunard 
Steamship company. 

Mary Lady Inverctyde was Miss Fergus- 
son and, having no children by her first hus- 
band, Inherited all his large fortune. Lord 
Kitchener served as best man at the wed- 
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Pangamus carminamollia potius, sermones 
de ineptits humanis sinceros et nugas in- 
nocuas quam conemur scribere—

CONFIDENCE VOTE. FAILS. 


The one story building of the Consumers’ 
Box Manufacturing company’ at 428 West 
Ohio street was razed by flames last 
night. Spreading to neighboring structures 
the fire destroyed a barn in the rear of tne 
building, burned four cars belonging to the 
St. Paul road, menaced a $100,000 pile of lum- 
ber, and for a time endangered the four story 
structure of the Ploneer Packing Box com- 
pany at 438-448 West Ohio street. 

The fire started in the boiler room of the 
Consumers’ company building at 9:10. Wil- 
Ham Parkhurst, watchman, discovered smoke 
in the dasement. He ran to the telephone, 
put for fifteen minutes was unable to get 
into touch witn the fire department. By’ 
this time the building was almost a roaring 
furnace and Parkhurst with difficulty fought 
his way to safety. 

Within thirty minutes after the fire began 
the flames had spread to the barn in the rear 
of the building. In it were forty horses. Fire- 
men and teamsters who Lad been summoned 
ran into the barn and began to lead the 
animals out. The flames were all about the 
place whem the last horse was taken out. 

A lumber pile not far from the barn was 
the next thing menaced by the flames when 
the wind slightly shifted. The lumber took 
fire in spots and a constant stream of water 
was poured into it. 

The four box cars on a track to the rear of 
the barn were consumed before the firemen 
could make any effort to save them. They 
were filled with cartons belonging to the Con- 
sumers’ company. 

At a late hour last night the efforts of the 
firemen were being directed towards saving 
the buiding of the Pioneer company. The 
loss up to that time had been estimated at 
about $250,000. 


Bill to Reform Methods of Elec- 
tion of Deputies Causes 
Downfall.

care today. This action followed a govern- 
ment defeat in a vote of confidence in the 
senate. The cabinet had been dubbed by che 
, critics a “gallery of curiosities.” Most of 
the members were political ‘' unknowns.” 
The cause of the cabinet’s downfall was 
‘@ bill for reforming the system of electoral 
representation for the chamber of deputies. 
The measure, known as the “ proportional 
representation bill,’’ was passed by the cham- 
ber of deputies last July. The Briand cab- 
inet met its Waterloo in the upper house 
today on an amendment introduced by: a 
Republican Liberal, Paul Peytral. The vote 
against the government was 161 to 128. 
Premier Briand immediately demanded a 
vote of confidence. He was defeated. 


Draw Up Resignations. 

The sitting was suspended, and Premier 
Briand, with the other members of the cab- 
inet, met in one of the committee rooms of 
the senate to draw up their joint resigna- 
tions. These were handed to the president 


later. 

Georges Clemenceau, former premier, was 
one of the principal opponents of the pro- 
portional representation bill. 

The measure provided for the abolition 
of the old system of smal! constituencies 
established in 1876, a few years after the 
founding of the republic. 

Under the old system each elector votes 
for one deputy only. The proposed law sub- 
stituted a system of list voting, by which 
each elector would vote for as many deputies 
as the entire department had to elect. It

son's determination to send National Chair- 
man McCombs to France as American am- 
bessador. 

Although Mr.

Geclining it, his followers in the Democratic 
organization are far from satisfied, 

According to his friends the charge against 
McCombs is that he “ promised too much ” 
~—that in or@er to get Wilson delegates he 
pledged the administration to more offices 
than it is willing to redeem. There was only 
one way to get the delegates, and Mr. Mc- 
Combs, A. Mitchell Palmer, and Thomas J. 
Pente, the three Wilson flodr leaders, used 
that way. But the chairman is finding his 
pledges hard to pay. 


McAdoo Usurps McCombs’ Place. 

Mr. McCombs is not the arbiter of patron- 
age, or even chief counsellor. His place has 
*been taken in great measure by the secretary 
of the treasury, William McAdoo, whose 
- Presence in the cabinet is an affront to Mr. 
McCombs’ friends, if not to the chairmen 
himself. The feeling between these men and 
particularly between their friends at national 
headquarters in New York was strained, 
even bitter, during the campaign. 

The headquarters staff was divided into 
two factions, and it is interesting to note 
that those at that time known as ‘‘ McAdoo 
men" already have been and are going to be 
appointed to high federal office, while the 
“McCombs men’’ are conspicuous: by their 
absence from the nominating slips sent to the 
senate, .

Chinese and to the use of the world the 
almost untouched and perhaps unrivaled re-- 
sources of China. 


earnestly desirous of promoting the most 
extended and intimate trade relationships 
between this country and the Chinese re- 
public. The present administration will urge 
and support the legislative measures neces- 
sary to give American merchants, manufac- 
turers, contractors, and engineers the bank- 
ing and other financial facilities which they 
now lack, and without which they are at a 
serious disadvantage, as compared with their 
industrial and commercial rivals. Thige is 
its duty. ‘ 

“ This is the main material interest of its 
citizens in the development of China. Our 
interests are those of the open door—a door 
of friendship and mutual advantage. This 
is the only door we care to enter.”’ 


Returns to Cleveland Stand. 

The decision of the president, which he 
carefully conaidered with Secretary Bryan, 
and which he discussed for two hours with 
his cabinet,. marks a return to the policy of 
the United States under the Cleveland ad- 
ministration twenty years ago. 

The president is perfectly willing to em- 
Ploy all the proper methods for the extension 
of American commercial! interests in China, 
but he is not willing to go to the extent of 
forcing the Chinese government to makecon- 
cessions and assume onerous obligations for 
the benefit of American citizens. 

Nor will he permit the observance of a 
policy which may entail military interven- 
tion for the purpose of compelling China té 
meet its obligations. He is satisfied the nego- 
tiations produced a condition of “ entangling 
alliance,” against which Washington warned 
the nation, and, moreover. were calculated to 
impair the long age friendship existing be- 
tween the American and Chinese people. 


Morgan Did Not Seek Loan. 
It must be said in behalf of the Morgan 
banking group that it did not seek the loan. 
It was only in complance with the urgent 
insistence of Secretary i:nox that this group 
was induced to agree to take a proportional 
share of the obligation. 

Mr. Knox was actuated by a desire to help 
China, which he believed would be the direct 
result of the encouragement of American 
financial investment in that country, and to 
give practical application to the open door 
policy, To quote an expression of the secre- 
tary, which Mr. Taft incorporated in a 
message to congress, ‘‘ the consistent pur- 
pose of the present administration has been 
to encourage the use of American capital in 
the development of China by the promotion 
of those essential reforms to which China 
is pledged by treaties with the United States 
and other powers.” 

Early in the Taft administration China 
hypothecated the national revenues to for- 
eign bankers in connection with certain in- 
dustrial enterprises, and a demand was made 
for American participation in order that the 
government might have equal rights and an 
equal voice in all questions pertaining to 
the disposition of the public revenues con- 
cerned. 

Demands Consent of People. 

In his statement the president says, and 
here he passed -his sharpest criticism on the 
policy of his predecessor, that a loan secured 
and administered as proposed by the pow- 
ers is “ obnoxicus to the principles upon 
which the government of our people rests.”’ 

This comment was inspired by the view the 
president holds that “ just government rests 
always upon the consent of the governed and 
that there can be no freedom without order 
based upon law and upon the public con- 
scicncé and approval.” 

The six power loan did not rest on the 
“ consent of the governed,’’.nor did it have 
the backing of *‘ public conscience and ap- 
proval.”” Time and again the Chinese gov~- 
ernment repudiated the contract as a result 
of popular disapproval. It gave its assent 
to the efforts‘of an American, Wendell 
Jackson, to promote an independent loan. 
A London firm, Crisp & Co., issued bonds 
for $25,000,000, half of a proposed Chinese 
loan. The British government declined to 
sanction the proposition, with the result that 
popular subscriptions amounted only to a 
little over half of the total sum. The under- 
writers did not attempt to float the second 
portion of the loan. 

China Fights Money Trust. 

It became apparent to the Chinese govern- 
ment that K was fighting the powerful 
“ money trust” backed by the great nations 
of the world. It was forced to surrender. 
The contract was ready to sign a month ago, 
but this ceremony was not performed be- 
cause of jealousies among the powers. 

The withdrawal of the United States from 
the affair means that the money corner is 
broken. end China possibly will take prompt 


advantage of it to repudiate the contract.

EFFORT TO REDUCE LIMIT. 


Af 
Government Contends Present Diver- 
sion Impedes Navigation. 


New York, March 18—[Special. }—The tak- 
ing of testimony in the government's suit to 
restrain the Chicago sanitary district from 
diverting more than 4,167 cubic feet of water 
a second from Lake Michigan into the drain- 
age canal began today before Samuel W. 
Morgan, the special commissioner appointed 
to take ‘testimony in New York. 

The hearings here will last the rest of the 
week, but it is expected to close in time to 
permit the case to be called for trial before 
Judge Landis in Chicago on April 15. 


Panama Expert to Testify. 

The hearings are held here partly for the 
purpose of examining Joseph Ripley, one of 
the best known engineers in the country, 
who was assistant chief engineer of the 
Panama canal under John F. Stevens. 

The government's injunction suit rests not 
only on the question of law as to whether a 
state has power to make any use it pleases 
of navigable waters within its jurisdiction 
for drainage purposes, in spite of the au- 
thority vested by congress over such waters, 
but also on the question whether the loss of 
10,000 cubic feet of water a second will cause 
such injury to lake shipping as will warrant 
an injunction. 


Claims of Rival Factions. 

The government holds that testimony it 
has already submitted shows the diversion 
of water in the quantity mentioned will 
lower the level of the great lakes from five 
to sixinches. The government contends thar 
every inch taken off the depth of the water 
injures navigation to that extent. 

The defense will seek to prove that the 
problematical damage to navigation is not to 
be compared with the injury to health of the 
people of Chicago if the proposed diversion 
through the Calumet river is restrained.

Hoped House Bills Will Be Made 


Acceptable to Upper Branch 
to Prevent Delay. - 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—Democratie 
members of the new senate finance commit- 
tee today agreed upon a plan of tariff action 
that will have important bearing upon the 
downward revision plans of President Wilson 
and the house tariff leaders. 

In a conference participated in by all Demo- 
crats on the committee except Senators Stone 
and James, a policy of close codperation with 
the house was outlined through which it is 
hoped that the house bille can be made ac- 
ceptable to the senate and pushed through 
that body with but little amendment and 
without the delay of committee hearings. 

Senate leaders stated tonight that there is 
general harmony among the Democrats of 
that body upon the tariff program.

Drawing upon his fourteen months’ expert- 
ence in the Court of Domestic Relations, dur- 
ing which he handled 1,700 wife and chilé@ 
abandonment cases, Judge Goodnow has pre- 
pared an amendment to the husband and wife 
act, providing for a drastic departure from 
existing practices with reference to prose- 
cution of men who abandon their families. 

The proposed amendment contains eleven 
sections, 

The first section of the proposed amendment 
is purely a nonsupport provision. It defines 
two offenses—neglect or refusal to provide sup- 
port or maintenance for the wife, and deser- 
tion, neglect, or refusal to provide support for 
children up to the age of 18 years. Under the 
present state the age limit for children is 12 
years. 

Under section two of the amendmeht proceed- 
ings under the act may be by information or 
indictment and allews neighbors or friends to 
proceed against careless husbands in the event 
of the reluctance of the wife or inability of the 
children to initiate proceedings because of their 
youth. This also will insure speedy action. 

Immediate relief is insured under the third 
section, which empowers the court to order the 
payment of money for temporary support. The 
fourth section provides that the court, exercis- 
ing its discretion, may order fines imposed paid 
over either in whole or in part to the wife or 
the guardian or custodian of the children.

Move to Jacksonville, Where 


Game May Be Played if 
Park Is in Shape. 


MURPHY SIGNS CONTRACT 


Agrees to Send Squad to Tampa 
for Five Years After Getting 
‘ Free Use of Field, 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 
Tampa, Fla., March 18.——[Special.]—Un- 
der cover of a steady downpour of the wettest 
kind of rain, which has held sway over this 
region for more than forty-eight hours, Chi- 
cago’s Cubs left on a special train tonight 
for Jacksonville and points farthér north. 
It was a day of almost absolute stagnation ' 
and was devoted wholly to breaking camp. 
The single bit of other activity was during 
the forenoon, when the players donned their 
rain toge and paddled their way through 
puddles out to the fair grounds, for a half 
hour’s warming up in the exhibiters’ bulld- 
ing. It consisted only of loosening their 
throwing arms, as the space was too con- 
gested for anything else. Frank Schulte 
was hit in the head by a stray ball, but no 
serious results were produced. 
After the men had worked out, the players 
packed their uniforms for the first time in 
many weeks and brought them to their hotel 
preparatory to starting on the road. 


Travel by Special Train. 

The special train was made necessary by. 
the heavy travel north at this time of year. 
It was found impossible te haul the Cubs on 
the regular rattler, so the railroad people 
made a specia! train out of the club’g three 
private Pullmans and scheduled it dn hour 
behing the regular passenger outfit. 

The Cubs may not stop at all in Jackson- 
ville, except to change trains tomorrow. The 
storm has put out of the question any ball 
game in this neighborhood for some days to 
come, and it is not expected conditions much 
different will be encountered in Jacksonvile. 
In spite of inclement weather, President 
Murphy and officiais of the Mid'winter Base- 
ball association, went before the local public 
commissioners this afternoon and were 
granted free use of the fair grounds for the 
next five years. That made possible the sign- 
ing of the contract already drafted, which 
provided in definite terms for the future wel- 
fare of the Cubs and their successors for the 
prescribed period of time. This year’s ar- 
rangement was continued with little change. 


No Rain Like This One. 
The oldest inhabitant cannot recall when 
anything like the present storm of continu- 
ous performance variety has hit this part of 
the peninsula, even in the rainy season. We 
have heard that kind of: conversation from 
Maine to California, but this rings true, be- 
cause even the tourists-who have been in the 

habit of coming here corroborate it. 
However that may be, the condition of the 
Cubs on leaving Tampa is sufficient guaran-

They are in shape to play in mid- 
season form if thty get the opportunity, but a few 
more days of idléness in succession may set them 


} back a bit. 


Unti] yesterday the Cubs had not missed'a day's 
work in the open since they pitched camp here on 
the night of Feb. 17. Much of that time they have 
been working in temperature close to 90 degrees in 
the sun. 

If it is impossible to play in Jacksonville tomor- 
row the Cubs will continue to Chattanooga, where 
they are booked to play two games on Thursday 
and Friday of this week. Friday and Saturday 
will find them im Memphis, which hae the reputa- 
tion of being chilly at this time of year, and, judg- 
ing by reports from up that wey, the Cubs are 
likely to find the Memphis turtle back diamond 
under water, just as they did last season. 


Forty-nine Persons in Party. 

The party. including players’ wives and scribes, 
numbered forty-nine adults and young Jack Evers, 
who has made the hit of his life in Tampa. The 
size of Charlies Williams’ troupe is not expected 
to decrease any on the way north, as Manager 
Evers has no intention of lopping off the heads of 
many rescruits at this time.

New York, March 18.—The arbitration 
board which deciced ihe controversy be- 
tween the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers and fifty-four eastern railroads last 
fall “‘ stumbled into a pitfall’ through erro- 
neous reports made by the railroads td the 
interstate commerce commission; according 
to W. 8. Carier; president of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen.

“Only high priced, full paid men are re- 
ported,” said Mr. Carter, “‘ and any statistics 
based on the reports to the commission are 
erroneous.
